Referee Si McKay handed out only 

one penaty and that went to a Stand- 


ard player who ‘hoarded a Gunner, 


ARTHUR E. JONES 
DISTRICT OLD TIMER 
DIED FRIDAY MORNING 


{Following an iilness of a few days 
Arthur E. Jones, an old timer of 
Gleicher since 1897, passed away at 
his residence early Friday morning. 

Mr. Jones was bon in Irelanl 84 
years ago and came to Toronto with 
his parents when the was four years 
old. In. 1881 he joined the late Wm. 
Pearce and came west on the tcwn- 
ship survey. Leaving the 
party several years later he 
steaded near R«zina. 

In 1892 he joined the Indian depart- 
ment and served at Hobbema, Blood 
and Blackfoot reserves. It was in 
1897 that he came to Gleichen to 
take up his duties with the Black- 
feet Indians as farm instructo; at 
South Camp which work he contin- 
ued until. 1923 when he retired and 
moved his family to Gleichen. Short- 
ly after Mr. Jones fi:st came to Glei- 
chen’ he jbuilt a house on the site 
now occupied by the Legion Hall 
twihere Mrs, Jones resided during the 
time the children attended school. 
This house was destroy2d by fire 
about the. year 1910. Mr. Jones built 
anotljer hduse and several yeans later 
it was also destroyed by fire 

Despite his age he was young in 
appearancé and a great walkey and 
hunter and a crack shot. The Indians 
of the Blackfoot Reserve feel his 
departure keenly. They say that in 
all the years he spent with them they 
found he never ‘did a wrong to an 
Indian, never caused them trouble 
and was. their friend, ‘The Indians 
thought so much; of Mr, Jones that 
they sent a request asking that two 
of their chiefs be, permitted to help 
carry him to his last resting place. 

He is survived by his wife, two 
sons, three daughters and one broth- 
er: Pte, Fred Jones of the Veterans 
guard at Kananaskis and Arthur, 
with the C.N.R. engineering depart- 
ment at Calgary; Mrs. R. G. Byron- 
Johnson of Fint:y, B.C.; Mrs. H. H. 
Lockyer of Vancouver and Mrs. R. C.| 
(Morash of East*Chester, N.S.; and | 
his brother W. T. Jones who resides | 
with his neice, Mrs. Byron-Johnson at | 
Finitry. One son Charles predeceased 
him in 1937. ' 

A short funeral service was held | 
at the residence Saturday  after- 
noon afte; which services were con- 
ducted in St. Andrew's charch by 
Rev. L, T, Peanson, Interment taking 
place in Gleichen cemetery.

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Exciting Chase 


R.A.F, Pilot Gets Heinkel Bomber 

After Following It Out To Sea 

This is the story of a night chase 
over Britain that ended in victory 
for the Royal Air Force pilot of a 
Blenheim fighter. 

On a clear night the pilot saw 
bombs drop near a town in the 
northwest and a few minutes later 
among the stars saw one which seem- 
ed to be moving. It was a light 
showing from a Heinkel. 

Whether the Nazi pilot knew he 
was being followed will never be 
known but he led his pursuer first 
into the heart of the Midlands and 
then back up towards the Yorkshire 
Coast before heading home. 

Forty miles out to sea, the Blen- 
heim pilot who had been going “full 
bat” and at the same time keeping 
the Heinkel in sight, for at least an 
hour, told his station he thought he 
would have to give up the chase. He 
was told that as he had gone so far 
he might as well let off his ammuni- 
tion with a long shot. 

He fired his front guns from about 
a quarter of a mile and to his great 
surprise found himself gaining on the 
Heinkel. He continued to fire, finish- 
ed his ammunition, and was then 
able to come up alongside to let his 
gunner pour in a broadside that sent 
the Heinkel crashing into the sea.

“There'll Always Be An England” 
was written and composed in March, 
1939, by two residents of Manchester.

will make bread more nutritious and 
should lead, of course, to inoseased 
bread consumption, 

World population is steadily in- 
creasing at the raie of about onc 
p-x cent per annua, This should cal 
foy an increased wheat consumptio: 
o. at least 35 milion bushels each 
year, 

During the past tventy years th 
great trade routes of the world hav. 
been cluttered up with high tariffs, 
other man made artificial restriction. 
will, I believe, after this ‘war rever. 
to the good “Old Order” of free. 
intcrational trade, end so to better 
fed ad more satisfied people, 

When the stupid ha:mful trade 
strangling tariffs—set up by Canada 
and other countries—are  clearec 
away, then most definitely demands 
for wheat will increase, surpluses 
will disappear, wheat prices will rise 
end, because foreign goods wil. 
come into Canada more freely, then 
thy cost of the things farmers havc 
to buy will be reduced. 


From information which the Crop 
'Tiosting Plan is receiving it seem 
evident that farmers are hesitating 
about making their usual plans t 
purchase some better seed to impiov. 
this coming crop. 

One can understand this hesita 
tion, for so many different ideas arn 
being expressed about what shoul 
be done about the next crop. Som. 
.think there may. be a complete 
wheat holiday, or that acreage wii 
be drastically reduced by governmen 
contol. Some even think, when the; 
see the great surplus, that there is 
no future for wheat growing. 

For my own Part do not hold thes 
views. I believe that almost all the 
present apreage should again be 
sown, for we shall most probably 
have a market this. year in Can 
ada and abroad for some 215 millior 
bushels, which would require a crop 
of 250 million; and even the present 
acreage could easily grow a smaller 
crop than this.
